ExrznntxMs  WrTU  Ltqcio  Filxx — 
Among  some  interesting  experiments  with 
liquid  Aims  recently  described  by  M.  Pla- 
le.»u  to  the  Belgian  'Academy  was  the  follow, 
ing  :  A  flower  like  a  lily,  with  six  i*lals 
each  aboul  a  inch  long,  was  constructed  in 
outline  "of  line  iron  » ire,  the  wire  being  first 
slightly  i*eroxidized  by  dipping  it  for  an  in¬ 
stant  into  nitric  acid.  This  wire  frame  was 
then  dipped  into  a  glyceric  soap  solution, 
which,  wnen  it  was  withdrawn,  left  soap 
films  over  the  petals.  The  stalk  of  the 
flower  was  thru  set  upright  in  s  support, 
and  it  was  covered  by  a  bell  glass  placed 
near  a  window  so  that  the  sky  could  be  re¬ 
flected  in  the  films.  In  a  few  moments  a 
most  beautiful  play  of ,  colors  made  its  ap¬ 
pearance.  When  the  solution  is  in  good 
condition  it  is  fonnd  that  such  films  will 
last  for  hours,  giving  a  perpetual  play  of 
color  over  the  flow.r.  Again,  os  re  gaols 
the  explosion  of  6onp  bubbles,  aa  are  apt 
to  think  that  the  whole  of  the  film  is  con- 
vert e»l  simultaneously  into  minute  spher¬ 
ule*.  Air.  Platoon  has  formerly  shown 
that  such  is  not  the  case,  and  has  aualyzed 
the  course  the  phenomenon.  To  prove 
■  the  contraction  of  the  bubble  duriug  its  de¬ 
af  ruction,  he  now  points  out  the  following 
experiment :  A  bubble  of  glyceric  liquid 
about  eleven  centimeters  in  diameter  is 
blown  with  tobacco  sin  .ke,  and  placed  in  a 
ring.  Having  waited  till  the  top  appear* 
blue,  it  is  to  bo  broken  there  with  a  metallic 
wire ,  whereupon,  the  mass  of  smoke  ia 
shot  vertically  upwards  to  a  distance  of  a 
dosen  centimeters,  and  then  spreads  out 
h  nixon tally  in  the  shape  of  an  umbrella. 
It  then  ri.va  more  alo«  ly  and  become*  dif- 
*  foxed. 

Ta*  VsxoeTTX  or  Pruicnux  —  A  new 
method  of  aacertaiuing  the  velocity  of  pro. 
ysetiles  in  guss  is  proposed  by  M.  Sebeit 
In  the  axis  of  a  cylindrical  hoHow  projeo- 
tne  be  fixes  a  metallic  rod  of  square  sec¬ 
tion,  which  serve*  as  a  guide  to  s  movable 
ms**.  This  mas*  or  runner  carries  a  email 
tuning  fork,  the  prongs  of  which  terminate 
in  two  smad  metallic  feather*,  which  make 
u adulatory  traces  on  one  of  the  facts  of  the 
nrj—  blackened  for  this  pui-po.*  with  smoke 
—as  the  runner  is  displaced  along  the  rod. 
Tbv  runner  is  situated  at  first  in  the  front 
of  rhr  projc.'ti!*.  and  while  the  fatter  Is 


driven  forward  remains  in  place,  the  rod  of 
the  projectile  moving  through  it.  The  es¬ 
cape  of  a  small  wedge  between  the  prongs 
of  the  fork  at  the  moment  of  commencing 
motion  seta  the  forks  in  vibration.  It  is 
very  obvious  that,  owing  to  tbo  very  high 
speed  imparted  to  the  projectile,  the  dis¬ 
placement  in  apace  of  the  inert  mass, 
through  friction  and  passive  resistance, 
which  tend  to  carry  it  forward  with  the  pro¬ 
jectile,  is  such  as  may  be  quite  negletfled, 
eo  that  the  relative  motion  of  the 
corded  by  the  tuning  fork  may  be  cui  till¬ 
ered  exactly  equal  ami  opposite  to  t^e^Mo- 
tiou  of  the  projectile.

briAM  Compression  or  Flito  8 rati..-  A 
method  of  compressing  fluid  steel,  invented 
by  H.  It.  Joue*.  of  Pittsburg,  is  attracting 
attention  in  England.  Steam  pressure  is 
applied  to  the  mold  immediately  after 
the  metal  is  ponred.  The  steam  ia  drawn 
from  a  receiver  fixed  to  the  side  of  the  ingot 
frame. 

Several  pounds  of  sand,  refuse  cotton 
and  seed  were  recently  taken  from  the  mid* 
die  of  a  bale  of  cotton  received  iu  Cincinnati 
from  Tennessee.

Bloomfield,  Woalclalr  and  Newark  trailed 
themselves  to  the  full  of  tbe  opportunity  offer¬ 
ed  on  Monday  uighl  of  hearing  the  Rev.  Henry 
Ward  Beecher  lecture  on  “Tie  New  Profes¬ 
sion.’^  By  a  quarter  to  eight;  o’clock  streams 
of  people  were  setting  In  from  every  direction 
toward  Library'  Hall  and  the  seats  were  being 
rapidly  filled  up.  jAn  uuusuaily  large  number 
of  carriages  were  lo  requisition!,  fully  a  score  of 
them  driving  up  to  the  entrance.  By  eight 
o'clock,  the  hour  appointed  fur  the  lecture,  not 
a  sitting  was  left  .guoccupied.  Tbe  audience, 
compared  with  the  gatherings  usually  secured 
in  Bloomfield  where  a  price  »f  admission 
charged,  was  simply  msgollceot.  A  solid 
array  of  peoDle  presented  Itaeli  to  tbe  eye,  with 
no  vacant  spaces  Intervening.  The  size  of  the 
assemblage,  when  U  is  remembered  that  such 
men  at  John  B.  Gpogh,  \Ven$eII  Phillips  and 
the  Rev.  R.  8  Stores,  D.  D.,  b$ve  foiled  to  draw 
paying  crowds  here,  i*  significant  of  the  inter¬ 
est  felt  iu  this  viclKlty  to  see  aud  to  hear  Mr. 
Beecher. 

A  few  minutes  liter  eight  O'clock  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Harcourt,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Beecher, 
entered  from  the  filde-doer  and,  the  two  took 
test*  on  either  sido  of  tbe  table  on  the  platform. 
To  those  who  had  uot  teen  Mr.  Beecher  for 
four  or  five  years  bis  appearance  showed  plain¬ 
ly  that  be  has  entered  upon  tbe  latter  end  of 
life.  Hla  hair  is  whitening  and  his  movements 
are  beginning  to  have  the  gravity  of  old  age. 
But  it  was  evident  that  he  still  retains  the  full 
vigor  of  his  prime,  and  the  energy  pt  his  ges¬ 
tures,  tbe  imoimtluus  of  his  Yolcc  and  the  aelf- 
oosscs-ion  of  Mb  intellect  ajyurrd  that  bla 
strength  Is  asWn  undiinlnlsIteiPsDd  that  bis 
natural  force  \\Ja§E  abated.  The  two  clergy¬ 
men  conversed  together  pleasantly  for  a  while 
iud  Mr.  Harcourt  then  am  sc  and  came  forward 
to  Introduce  the  lifictbt^r.  \  HJe  Indulged  iu  no 
eulogy  of  tbs  latter  but  *fn)p{v  said  that  it  gave 
hltn  great  pleasure  to  introduce  Mr.  Beecher, 
who  would  addrese  the  oudijrnce  ou  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  “The  Now  Profession."  Mr.  Beecher 
came  forward  aud  at  once  euti  nerk  upon  the 
sqpjcct  of  bis  lecture.  He  *4id  :  ' 

If  we  stand  at  Castle  Garden  and  watch  the 
tbouasuds  and  hundreds  Of  thousands  of  emi¬ 
grants  that  arc  constantly  landing  on  our 
shore,  we  wonder  where  they  all  come  from.  A 
great  multitude  of  men,  women  aud  children 
are  craslesaly  pouring  in  upc^n  ua.  Now,  why 
do  they  come  beg*  ?  It  1*  becat/se  they  are 
tired  of  poverty,  of  limitation,  and  with  no 
prospect  of  bettering  themselves.  They  work, 
but  they  do  not  reap  the  benefits  of  their  toil. 
They  hale  war,  but  they  are  the  men  who  are 
cklled  upon  to  do  the  lighting.  And  they  hear 
great  stories  about  tills  country.  Those  who 
have  come  ovar  before  them,  tell  them  of  the 
belter  soil  here  and  the  easier  opportunities  of 
making  a  living.  The  three  men  that  arc  beat 
known  Iu  tlda  country  are  also  the  men  most 
widely  known  in  the  countries  of  the  old  world, 
—Lincoln,  Grant,  Garfield,  j  These  men,  they 
kuow.thave  risen  from  the  depths  of  poverty  lj$ 
be  called  upon  to  be  the  Presidents  of  this  na¬ 
tion,— and  to  sit  In  the  Pres|deotizl  chair  of  the 
United  States  is  to  he  elevated  higher  than  tbe 
throne  of  any  mouarch  lo  fiuy  Kurobeau  coun¬ 
try. 

lVhy  is  it  that  the  opportunities  io  this  country 
for  rising  are  greater  than  iu  any  other  land  ? 

It  lies  in  the  difftyence  of  treasuring  the  value 
of  men.  There  ire  two  methods.  Oue  is  by 
asking  what  is  a  man  worth  as  a  citizen  ;  what 
does  he  contribute  to  the  body  pblitic  ;  of  what 
value  is  he  In  literature,  iu  art,  Id  Inventlou, 
iu  the  application  of  inventions.  But  below 
these  come  the  great  mass  pf  men  who  can  do 
only  plain  work.  Aud  Europe’s  standard  re¬ 
gards  these  latter  as  only  af  value  as  they  go 
to  make  up  the  Kate.  Whit  is  a  single  brick 
worth,  they  a*k— except  lo  throw  at  au  oc¬ 
casional  cat  ?  | 

Now,  there  is  xfiother  method  of  valuing  a 
man.  This  is  by  uskkug  what  a  mao  is  lu  him¬ 
self.  I  think  one  of  tiie  suhlimest  utterances 
of  our  Savior  wss  in  that  pictorial  parable  lq 
which  the  Jfdgeinent-dpy  is  represented 
and  in  which  h«  says  to  sfime,  “Depart  from 
me  ;  1  know  y  ou  not.  When  I  was  In  prison  ye 
visited  me  not  ;  when  I  was  an  hungered  ye  gave 
me  not  food#’  And  tley  answered  him, 
“Wheu  saw  we  thee  In  prison  and  visited  the* 
not,  or  an  hungiered  and  fed  thee  not  f"  And  be 
said  unto  them,  “Inasmuch  aa  yc  did  it  not 
un\o  the  U-astuf  these,  tnyf  brethren,  yc  did  It 
uot  unto  me.’*  Now  who  were  thoee  about 
him  at  the  timfiT  Thev  Were  the  lowest  snd 
most  degraded  of  human  creatures— the  publi¬ 
cans,  the  sinner*,  the  harlots.  And  the  Savior 
stated  tbe  great  principle  that  sympathy  and 
humanity  arc  the  test  of  judgement  and  of 
rank.  For  a  man  is  not  what  he  Is,  but  wbat 
lie  is  to  he  ;  be  Is  to  have)  au  outcome  io  the 
hereafter.  Man  is  a  creature  of  two  Summers. 
He  blossoms  here, but  he  bring*  forth  fruit  there. 
This  was  the  spirit  of  the  Reformation  and  it 
wa*  at  that  fir*  that  the  Puritan'  and  Pilgrim 
spirit  lighted  its  torch.  The  Puritan  said, 
“A  maiTmust  Be  free  ;  he, must  be  intelligent ; 
lie  must  be  religious.’'  It  was  tbe  principle  of 
Puritanism  to  lake  care  pt  a  man  because  of 
bis  relations  to  Almighty  God  and  to  eternity. 
While  Europfi  has  been  {taking  care  of  the 
aristocracy  America  has  been  caring  for  tbe 
Democracy ;  aad  that  Is  what  hat  made  tbia 
country  the  heaven  of  poor  men  and  why  they 
arc  all  coming  here. 

Now,  are  W*  ready  to  receive  them  •  Are 
oar  institutioaa  able  to  bear  this  strain  put 
upon  them  t  These  emigrants  are  changing 
our  customs.  The  8abl>atb,  with  Its  aerepe 
silence,  ie  being  broken  ty  upon  with  caroxsfng 
and  revelry.  We  are  temperate— bat  no  thanks 
to  the  German*.  We  are  orderly— but  no 
thooits  to  th*  Irishmen.  Well,  if  a  lloa  shoo’d 
eat  an  ox  toxlsy,  another  to-morrow  and  a 
third  tbe  next  day,  the  lion  would  not  tarn  In¬ 
to  ox,  bat  the  oxen  Into  a  Uon.  So  the  question 
Is,  can  we  oaffimilate  them  f— or  are  they  loo 
tough  for  ouratomscb  *  I  answer,  there  Is  bat 
one  means  by  Which  we  Can  save  oar  country 
from  the  dangers  arising  from  this  enormous 
importation  ff  the  Iowpr  classes  of  Europe 
here,  and  that  la  the  fret,  canunon  echool.  We 
must  give  th*  cbi'dren  of  these  people  intelli¬ 
gence  that  wHI  enable  them,  when  they  grow 
up,  to  vote  rightly— to  vote  for  the  beat  interests 
of  the  country.  It  is  urged  that  they  ahould 
not  be  allowoff  to  vote,  but  I  hold  that  R  ia 
more  dangerous  not  to  let  »  man  rote  than 
to  permit  hhB  to  do  aa.  It  is  dtngeroaa  to 
have  men  la  tbe  country  and  to  pot  no  re¬ 
sponsibility  noon  them  for  tls  guidance. 
Therefore  thgy  should  be  so  educated  as  that 
they  will  vota  for  tbelr  own  and  tbe  country’s 
best  interest*. 

The  common  schools  most  be  made  so  good 
that  nothing  else  In  the  neighborhood  can  com¬ 
pete  with  them.  The  stale,  the  town,  the  city 
must  give  to  the  poor  aeon's  child  tbe  heat  te 


be  bsd.  There  Is  no  such 
which  begrudges  a  man  tbe  full  use  of  *»  bis 
faculties. 

Secondly,  education  must  be  compulsory.  It 
there  is  any  place  where  the  state  muat-ou^t 

to  Intervene  ill#  between  Ignorant  parr nU  and 

the  children  whom  they  keep  from  school  for 
the  sake  of  the  little  pittance  they  can  earn. 

The  schools  must  not  be  sectarian.  We  have 
no  more  right  to  put  the  catechism  In  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  and  enforce  the  teaching  of  It  than 
Ibe  Chinese  would  have,  were  they  In  tbe  ma¬ 
jority,  to  leach  the  Buddha  bible  there.  The 
churches  are  appointed  to  religious  instruction 
snd  the  common  school*  are  simply  to  furnish 
tbe  intelligence  with  which  the  children,  when 
they  arrive  at  maturity,  can  choose  their  o  em 
teacher*  and  autbentirote  their  own  conscien¬ 
ce*. 

We  must  bring  teaching  on  to  the  same 
ground  aa  every  other  profusion.  The  remun¬ 
eration  must  Be  such  os  that  a  man  can  afford 
to  devote  hia  life  ty  it.  The  teacher  should  be 
respected  and  honored  as  well  as  tbe  doctor, 
tbe  lawyer,  or  the  minister. 

Schools  should  bo  handsomely  fitti-d  up.  Let 
tbe  floors  Le  carpeted,  the  walls  be  picture- 
bung,  the  ceiling*  frescoed.  Let  the  poor 
man’*  son  tyaru  that  there  (s  more  beauty  and 
more  worttt  striving  for  (n  life  than  he  bos  seen 
in  his  own  humble  surroundings.
